At The Front 



JUSt two miles from the trenches 
the Belfrlan Field Hosplta.1 staff am 
doing magnificent work 

They have converted the college at 
Fumes Into an admirable hospital. 
There are two wards, and the hospital 
already contains one hundred beds, 
hut provision has heen made to tak« 
in anv number of wounded. The staff 
are prepared to meet all emergencies; 
no patients are to he turned away — 
the whole of Fumes will be converted 
Into a hospital first 

The wounded are brought in 
straight from the ftrln* line An am- 
bulance arrived while we were In- 
specting the wards. It was a case for 
Immediate operation, and Mr. Sutar, 
who has done such excellent work in 
the operating theatre, got to work at 
once. There was no delay: there nev- 
er is 

The seen* m the operating theatre 
was strangely Impressive Means of 
ordlnarv fighting there were none— 
the sole Illumination »■«.< obtained by 
small oil lamps, and, save round the 
operating table, the large room was 
absolutely In shadow 

PRIEST STANDS NEAR. 

The lamp lichf shone on the faces 
of operator and nurses. A young doc 
tor administered the anaesthe'ir, and 
a priest, a tell, erect figure, stood bv 
the pBtlenr feeling pul/se and heart, 
the crucifix on his breast shining In 
the lamp light The patient, a young 
French soldier, had pressed h's lips to 
that little silver cross before thev laid 
him on the operating table 

We left air. Kutar to his work It 
was a relief to be shown the hospital 
kitchen. A blazing fire lit up the kit- 
chen, and a savory smell assailed our 
nostril? Any amount of pots seemed 
to ho on the fire, and there was a 
most cheerful bubbling going on Pr 
Rviken — whose devotion to hts work 
is so very evident —pointed out the 
chef to us - a big, capable looking 
man — and explained tha' the patients 
were having excellent food, for the 
big man In the white cap was a fam- 
ous Relglan chef, who has given his 
services since the war hegan to the 
Belgian Field Hospital, working at his 
cooking with a will, making the 
strong soups and broths that put new 
strenc'h into sick men, offering all 
his culinary skill to the wounded / 

Nuns were working under the chef s 
direction — gentle, nweet faced nuns 
who have a convent close ro the col- 
lege A nun with a pale, beautiful face 
n'as busily engaged in Sifting bread 
crumps through a collander tt was 
evident that she took great pleasure 
tn her task. 

NUN FEARS FOR WOfNDKP 
A cheerv. stout old nun chattered to 
lis briskly as she peeled potatoes and 
confided her f»ars that the hospital 
might get .-belled, for shells fall free- 
ly around Pu mes, though as yet the 
hospital has been spared, hut the old 
nun knew, lust as we knew, that Fur- 
nes Is the nni\ town loft standing. She 
was not afraid r>n he rown account, 
though, all her fears, all her concern, 
was for the w onnded. 

"Imagine the horror," she exclaimed, 
wringing her plump hands, "If this so 
greatly needed hospital has to he eva- 
cuated suddenly and the poor wound- 
ed removed at an hour's notice They 
will die, the brave fellows — die, so til 
as some of them are, so Injured. Our 
foes have fired und destroyed Nleu- 
port They are shelling Vpres to-day. 
and It may he the turn of Fumes to- 
morrow, hut In the meantime I must 
go on peeling my potatoes May Ood 
preserve Funics from the flames." 

We left the dear old nun io her po- 
tatoes and walked through the two 
bright and cheery hospital wards, 
where all that can be done to alle- 
viate pain and to save life Is being 
done. 

The brds looked gay with their cov- 
erlets, and the pntlenis who were suf- 
ficiently well talked to us about their 
wounds and tried to describe the bat- 
tles In which they had taken part, and 
each man ended his speech the same 
way — except those brave men who 
had lost n limb.

DRILL 

I'nder this heading may be grouped 
a.ll those evolutions which excite the 
wonder of townspeople, the emulation 
Of children, and the sonorous ancer 
of commanding officers. In so far 
as It concerns O.c". companies, drill 
may he defined as Ihe carrying out of 
Incoherent and impracticable orders as 
rapidly and incorrectly as possible.

Order Drill. 

(a) The rhtef aim of each man in 
Close Order Drill should be to séparât» 
himself from his neighbors. If thi#J 
is done with that Unity which Is the 
essence of all things human a grace- 
ful serpentine effect :s nchieved, var- 
ied by harmonious Imitations of a 
working concertina. In the case of 
O.P. companies supervising Close 
order Drill, the qualities nost tn be 
Cultivated are incoherence of imagi- 
nation, brightness of wit, and a full 
sense of the contrariety of things. No 
two battalion commanders can he ex- 
pected to cive the same, words of com- 
mand to bring about the snme evolu- 
tions, and O.C. companies are always 
held responsible that the men under 
them do the wrong thing at the right 
lime. Strength of voice is tn be de- 
veloped also, for It in generally neres- 
Sgry to arrange several matters simul- 
taneously, as. to take hut one example, 
to recall a vagrant platoon disappear- 
ing below Ihe horizon, to argue with 
the battalion commander, and to des- 
patch the company sergeant -major to 
the outpost Station, where gnashing of 
teeth is a recognized pastime.
